Afto®darl 
a beg-not, 120 foot loig aid 25 feet high, ib 
tstrotched across tho reeds, which are 8 toll! 
feet high. A ropa is then dragged slowly 
through towards the open uot. ‘The birds oan 

heard . twittering aud fying from stalk to 
stalk before the advancing ropo. Near. the uet- 
the rope is given a sharp jork, the haulers yoll, 
und the men holding’the sot up on bamboo 
poles immodintely closo tho bag. An average 
catch is 200 birds, an oxtromdly good haul 1,000, 
while the whole nights take is ugunlly 5,000.

Hongkong, where they are retailed at from 85 
to 4 cents a tin, In a gooil yoar as many as 
700,000 are. canned, wheress in un ordinary 
soason the supply is only about 300,000.
